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1—(1) On the report of the Public School Inspector, or Inspectors as 
the case may be, and with the approval of the Minister of Education and sub- 
ject to the Regulations, the teachers of an Inspectorate may organize them- 
selves into one or more Teachers’ Institutes, and the teachers of two or 
more Inspectorates may organize themselves into one Teachers’ Institute. 


(2) The purpose of such organization shall be to extend the training 
given teachers in the professional schools of the Province by pro- 
moting the improvement of the teachers in general culture and in 
the knowledge and practice of school organization and methods of in- 
struction. 


(3) (a) The members of the Institute shall confine themselves strict- 
ly to the purpose for which the Institute is organized. If, however, 
it is deemed desirable, they may organize themselves into separate as- 
sociations to be known as Teachers’ Associations for philanthropic and 
patriotic schemes and for such other purposes as may promote their 
own interests and those of the general public. 


(b) The meetings of these Voluntary Teachers’ Associations, if any, 
shall be at times other than those set for the meetings of the Institutes 
and shall in no manner interfere with, or interrupt the programmes, or 
proceedings of the regular Institutes. 


2.—(1) The officers of an Institute shall be a President, a Vice-Presi- 
dent, a Treasurer and a Secretary, or a Secretary-Treasurer, and one or more 
Librarians. 


(2) The President, the Vice-President, the immediate Past-President, 
and the Inspector or Inspectors, as the case may be, together with not 
more than seven other members, to be chosen at the Annual Meeting 
of the Institute in whatever manner the members of the Institute may 
decide, shall constitute the Executive Committee. 


(3) In addition to the powers and duties assigned herein to the Execu- 
tive Committee it shall have such other powers and perform such other 
duties, consistent with the purpose of the Institute, as the Institute may 
assign to it. 


(4) The Institute and the Executive Committee may each also appoint 
committees for special purposes consistent with the purpose of the 
Institute, 


3.—(1) Each Institute, other than those of Urban Inspectorates, shall hold 
at least one annual meeting on a Thursday and a Friday at a centre to be de- 
termined by the Executive Committee. 


(2) For these Institutes when the Department of Education provides 
a lecturer the Minister will fix the dates. 


(3) In order that the teacher may attend the Annual Meeting of the 
Institute, he shall close his school on the days appointed for said meet- 


ing. aid. 


(4) At the Annual Meeting of Institutes other than Urban there shall 


be a forenoon and an afternoon session each day and one evening 
session. The length of each of these sessions shall be determined by 
the Executive Committee and the total time for all the sessions shall 
not be less than ten hours. 


4.—(1) Urban Institutes shall annually hold at least five sessions, of 
which one shall be an evening session and at one of which shall be held the 
annual election of officers. 


(2) The sum total of the time devoted to these five sessions shall not be 
less than ten hours. 


(3) (a) Except as provided in 4 (1) and 4 (2) above, the sessions of 
the Urban Institutes shall be held on such days, half-days, part days, 
or evenings as the Executive Committee may decide subject to the ap- 
proval of the local Inspector, or in the case where there are two or 
more Inspectors, of the local Chief Inspector. 


(b) In order that the teacher may attend the sessions of the Urban 
Institutes, he shall dismiss the pupils of his Grade or Grades on the 
days, half-days, or part days fixed for such sessions. 


5.—The programme for the evening meeting referred to in 3 (4) and 4 (1) 
above shall be an educational one of general interest, and the public should be 
invited to attend. 


6.—(1) Throughout the rest of the year, in addition to the meetings re- 
ferred to in 3 (4) and 4 (1) above, evening meetings and, when permitted 
by the Board of School Trustees concerned, additional day meetings on school 
days may also be held as may be arranged for in each case by the Inspector. 


(2) In order to allow meetings of its teachers for school business and 
mutual improvement, a Board may authorize said teachers to close their 
schools at 2.30 or 3 p.m. on certain specified days. 
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7 —The members of an Institute may meet in one body or in Form sections 
as may be determined from time to time by the Executive Committee with the 
approval of the Inspector or the Inspectors, as the case may be, and with such 
organization as may be determined by the members thereof. 


8.—(1) (a) The Public School, the lay Roman Catholi¢ Separate School, 
and the Continuation School Grade C teachers, whose schools are situated 
within the Inspectorates constituting an Institute, shall register as members 
thereof and shall attend all the meetings promptly and regularly. 


(b) The names of the absentees from any of the sessions of the Insti- 


tute shall be reported promptly by the Secretary to the Inspector con- 
cerned. 


(2) (a) Registration and attendance at an Institute on the part of 
teachers of Roman Catholic Separate Schools who are members of 
Religious Orders are optional, but are strongly recommended by the 
Minister. 


(b) (1) Registration and attendance at an Institute on the part of 
teachers of High Schools, Collegiate Institutes, and Grades A and B 


Continuation Schools are optional but are strongly recommended by 
the Minister. 


(11) The Principals of such schools may close one or more of the 
school grades for all or for part of the time of the Institute Meetings 
to allow the staff or members thereof to take part in these meetings 
and the teachers ¢o set free shall attend the meetings under the same 
conditions as the ordinary members. 


9.—(1) For reasons satisfactory to his Inspector, in the case of Public, 
Separate, and Grades C Continuation Schools,— 


(a) A teacher may be excused from attending all or any of the meet- 
ings of the Institute. 


(b) A teacher may attend the Institute meeting of an adjoining In- 
spectorate in lieu of the meeting of the Institute to which he would 
properly belong, and he shall submit to his Inspectors a certificate 
as to his attendance from the Secretary of such Institute. 


(2) It shall be the duty of the Public, Separate, or Grade C Continu- 
ation School teacher who absents himself from any of the sessions 
of the Institute, or from any part thereof, to account to his Inspector 
for such absence. 


~10.—It shall be the duty of the Inspector concerned,— 


(1) At the Annual Meeting of the Institute to discuss his observations 
on the working of the schools in his Inspectorate during the past year 
with recommendations for improvement, and to call the attention of 


; 


the teachers to those changes in the School Law and the Regulations in 
which they are concerned. 


(2) To take such measures to secure prompt and regular attendance 
during the meeting of the Institute as may, in his judgment, appear to 
be necessary. 


(3) To report to their respective School Boards, and, when in his judg- 
ment necessary, to the Minister of Education, Public, Lay Separate, 
or Grade C Continuation School teachers who, for reasons unsatisfac- 
tory to the Inspector, have absented themselves from any part of the 
forenoon or afternoon sessions, 


Notré.—The Institutes are maintained for the professional improvement 
of teachers. To this end the schools are closed for two days, grants are made 
by the Legislature and the municipalities, and free instruction is provided by 
the Departmental Lecturers. Accordingly, teachers owe it to the public and 
to themselves to take full advantage of the opportunities thus offered 
by diligent application to the work of the Institute and by prompt and 
continuous attendance at its meetings. 


11.—It shall be the duty of each School Board to take such steps as in 
its judgment are necessary to secure the due attendance of the teachers 
of its staff or staffs. 


12.—(1) (a) The programme of the work to be taken up by the In- 
stitute shall be prepared by the Executive Committee and shall consist of ad- 
dresses, papers and, where practicable, illustrative teaching by members of the 
Institute, the Normal School Masters, and other competent educationists who 
may be invited to take part. In arranging the programmes ample time should 
be given for general discussions, in which all the teachers should be en- 
couraged to take part. 


(b) At the meetings of the Institute no controversial subject of a re- 
ligious or political character shall be discussed or introduced. 


(c) A yearly Reading Course shall be arranged for. Part of this course 
should provide for the systematic study of certain topics of school or- 
ganization and methods of instruction, said topics to be provided by the 
Executive Committee or to be selected by it from topics communicated 
by the members of the Institute at least one month before its Annual 
Meeting. To this end specified portions of the Normal School Man- 
uals, the Public School Manuals of Method, and other professional books 
should be prescribed, and provision should be made in each programme 
for the discussion of topics from the books to be read during the year.

(d) A copy of the Minutes of the Annual Meeting of each Teachers’ 
Institute shall be sent to the Minister within two weeks after the 
close of the session. 


(2) (a) The programme shall be sent at least two weeks before the 
day of the meeting to each member of the Institute, to the Boards of 
Trustees employing them, and to the Director of Professional Train- 
ing, Parliament Buildings, Toronto. 


(b) (i) The Department will continue to supply to Institutes, other 
than Urban, a lecturer who will give one or two lectures as may be re- 
quested by the Executive Committee but the responsibility for the 
efficiency and success of the Institute will devolve upon the members. 


(11) If, however, the Executive Committee wish at the expense of the 
Institute to secure a lecturer other than the one supplied by the De- 
partment, permission may be given to do so, provided the name of the 
lecturer and the subject of his address or addresses be submitted to 
the Department for the approval of the Minister not later than the first 
day of June preceding the date fixed for the Annual Meeting. 


13.—With the approval of the Minister obtained before June Ist in any 
year, the Executive of an Institute may substitute for all or part of the Annual 
Meeting a visit of inspection by the members of the Institute to other schools 
or institutions of an educational character where the work has a direct bear- 
ing upon that of the Public and Separate Schools. 


Nore.—This privilege of visiting should be used with discretion, and 
advantage should not be taken of it in such a way or to such an extent as 
to minimize the importance of the regular Institutes or to be an ABE 
upon the schools or: institutions. visited. 


14—An annual membership fee not exceeding one dollar and not less 
than 25 cents shall be fixed by the Institute. The fee when so fixed shall 
be compulsory and shall be paid on or before the first day of the Institute 
meeting. Only members who have paid it shall be eligible for office or en- 
titled to vote. 


15.—(1) (a) The Minister may out of any money appropriated for that 
purpose apportion $25.00 to each Teacher’s Institute organized and conducted 
according to the Regulations, where the number of teachers in an inspectorate 
or united inspectorate is one hundred or less, and where it is more than one 
hundred $25.00 for each additional one hundred or portion thereof, and the 
council of each county, city, or separate town, or town in territory without 
county organization shall pay annually to the president of each teachers’ in- 
stitute sabhoien within such county, city, or town a sum at least equal to 
the amount so apportioned. 


(b) If the teachers in an inspectorate composed of a city and part of a 
county are united in one Teachers’ Institute, the corporation of each 
municipality shall pay its share of the equivalent of the legislative grant 
in the proportion that the number of teachers in each inspectorate 
bears to the total number of teachers in the combined inspectorates 


(c) In territory without county organization the Minister may appor- 
tion $50.00 to each Teachers’ Institute where there is no city or town 
council liable for such contribution. 


(2)—(a) At least the legislative grant shall each year be expended in 
providing one or more professional libraries for the use of the mem- 
bers of the Institute. 


(b) As may be decided by each Institute, the library shall be estab- 
lished at a place reasonably accessible to the members, or in connection 
with one or more of the public libraries in the district. 


(c) The books of the libraries of the Teachers’ Institutes shall be avail- 
able only to the members thereof. 


(3)—(a) The municipal equivalent of the legislative grant and any other 
receipts shall be used in defraying the necessary expenses of maintaining 
the Institute and for no other purpose. These expenses may include the 
payment of special lecturers, the whole or part of the cost of a profes- 
sional magazine for each member and the expenses of not more than two 
members as delegates to the next ensuing annual meeting\of the Ontario 
Educational Association. 


(b) The receipts and expenditures of the Teachers’ Institutes shall be 
kept separate from those of the voluntary Teachers’ Associations. 


16.—(1) Two auditors sha!l be appointed annually by the members of the 
Institute at their Annual -Meeting, 


(2) In a form to be provided by the Minister, there shall be sent 
not later than December 3lst of each year, by the Inspector or Chief 
Inspector, as the case may be, to the Minister and to the Council or 
the Board, as the case may be, of the body providing the equivalent 
of the Legislative grant, the following reports compiled from data cer- 
tified by the President of the Institute and transmitted within ten days 
after the Annual Meeting :— 


(a) A report of the total registered attendance and the total number 
of teachers of each class eligible for membership, computed under 8 
above. 


(b) A report in detail of the receipts and expenditures for the preced- 
ing year, with a copy of the report of the auditors as adopted by the 
Institute. 


17. Instructions may be issued by the Miaister of Education from time 
to time to Inspectors or other officers for carrying out the provisions of the 
foregoing Regulations.
